A Day at Richmond’s Island. 





By invitation of the proprietor, Mr. Hugh 
J. Chisholm, we recently made a brief call 
at Richmond’s Island, situated south of 
Cape Elizabeth, and which, from a historic 
standpoint is the most interesting and im- 
portant of all the many islands with which 
this beautiful bay is studded. The orthog- 
raphy of the name is somewhat in doubt, 
early writers speaking of it sometimes as 
Richman’s Island, and again as Richmond. 
It was upon this island in 1628, that Wal- 
. ter Bagnall established himself, which was 
perhaps the first settlement made within 
the limits of ancient Falmouth. His pur- 
pose in settling here was traffic with the 
Indians, which he carried on successfully 
for three years, accumulating a large for- 
tune for the times, but by his cupidity he 
gained their ill-will and was here murdered 
by them, Oct. 3, 1631. Bagnall had no title 
to the land, but the island was granted to 
Robert Trelawney and another in 1631. 
This island subsequently became a fishing 
station and had quite a number of inhabi- 
tants, though a single farm house and out- 
buildings occupied by one family are all 
that have been uponit for many years. 
The heirs of the late Dr. Stephen Cum- 
mings were the owners of whom the pres- 
ent proprietor purchased it three years 
ago. 
Our way from the Maine Central Depot 
in Portland was over the long bridge that 
connects Portland with Cape Elizabeth ; 
then we bore to the right, passing the old 
McGlinchy distillery which, in the hands of 
the Portland Packing Company is to be 
used for less ignoble purposes than for- 
merly, and through a finely cultivated re- 
gion where are many farms, cabbage rais- 
ing being made a specialty, to the Spur- 
wink meeting house. The ancient Spur- 
wink and river of that name, where Port- 
landers enjoy their clam-bakes, are still to 
our right. Soon after passing the Spur- 
wink meeting house, we entered a by-road 
through a gate, and passing through a 
short copse,.we emerged into an open field, 
and Richmond’s Island is before us. It 
does not rise high above the water, has 
neither bluffs nor heights, but from this 
point shows only green pastures, grass 
,lands and cultivated fields, and near the 
centre at the highest part, the substantial 
farm buildings. It is high tide and we can 
reach the island only by boat, although at 
low water teams and foot people can cross 
without much inconvenience, on the bar, 
A breakwater nearly connects the island 
with the main-land, and when completed 
ed boats can be dispensed with. Gov- 
ernment has already expended a large 
amount of money on the work, and itis 
still far from complete. 
Richmond’s Island contains som 
over two hundred acres of excellent land. 
Its general inclination is toward the east 
and south-east, and it has all been under 
cultivation with the exception of a muck 
swamp of afew acres situated nearly in 
the centre. The soil is a gravelly loam, 
generally deep enough for all purposes of 
cultivation, though there is an occasional 
spot where the rocky formation which un- 
derlies thé whole, crops out. In going 
from the landing up to the farm buildings, 
our attention was attracted by an old cellar 
hole which, on enquiry, we found to be the: 
site of the ‘old house”—no one could tell 
how old—which was torn away many years 
ago, when a better one was built. The 
present farm house is a substantial struc- 
ture, two stories high and built three years 
ago in place of one that was destroyed by 
fire. There are two barns, one 40x80 feet 
and the other 40x100 whée the hay is 


longer. ‘The pasture lands are on the east- 
erly and westerly ends of the island, and 
around the south shore. ;

rust, scarcely any damage by the bugs, and 
the hills were full of growing tubers. Four 
and one-half acres are into cabbage, and 
according to present indications the yield 
will be very large. Five acres of squashes 
were looking well, and also three acres of 
turnips. Besides these, there were eight 
acres of Oats, and one each of corn and 
barley. The hay crop this year amounts 
to sixty-five tons, which should and can be 
doubled in a few years, with proper appli- 
cation of dressing. One reason for the 
short hay crop this year, is found in the 
fact that there is little snow-fall on the 
island, and last winter the sheep had the 
free range of the mowing fields, a circum- 
stance which will not be repeated. The 
team employed on the farm is made up of 
two pairs of oxen and one pair of horses. 
Mr. Chisholm believes in oxen for certain 
kinds of farm work, in which his views co- 
incide most emphatically with our own. 
The farm crew was made up of the fore- 
man, who, with his family occupies the 
farm house, and four hired men. Addi- 
tional help is employed by the day as 
needed. 

Mr. Chisholm does not reside permanent- 
ly on the island, nor is he a practical farm- 
er. From small beginnings years ago in 
Canada, his native place, he has worked up 
a large and profitable business of which he 
is the head. He once peddied books and 
confectionery in the cars, but now he owns 
the right to do this business on the various 
roads that centre in Portland, and employs 
a large number of boys. But this is only a 
branch of his present business, and its en- 
tire management is entrusted to his long 
tried clerk, Mr. Leighton. 

Mr. Chisholm is connected with the man- 
agement of a paper mill in Brunswick, with 
a manufactory for turning out during the 
hot season, hundreds of thousands of ad- 
vertising fans, is a large owner in. pulp 
mills, and a patentee of some of the most 
important machinery used in the manufac- 
ture of goods from wood fibre. His resi- 
dence and offices are in Portland. He has 
energy and push enough for the liveliest of 
live Yankees, and he really became one by 
naturalization a few years ago, and has 
formed a life partnership with one of Port- 
land’s fair daughters. To his other busi- 
ness, the Richmond’s Island farm is only 
a side show, purchased not as a specula- 
tion, but in response to that propensity 
which most men have inherited from father 
Adam, of being interested in and a desire 
to be to some extent, engaged in rural af- 
fairs. The view from the farm buildings 
is fine. Easterly, the point of land upon 
which is the Ocean House stands out in 
bold relief. From this point westward, 
stretches the Cape to the mouth of the 
Spurwink, then is seen Scarborough beach, 
with its summer hotels, farther along is 
Old Orchard, and still farther the Pool. 
From southeast to southwest, the view is 
limited to a “waste of waters.” On the 
south shore, in a beautiful spot, Mr. Chis- 
holm has built a convenient cottage, and 
purposes to beautify the grounds around 
it, fitting it up as a retreat for his family 
during the heated term. 

But if rightly managed, the purchase of 
this island will be a paying investment. It 
has great possibilities asafarm. It has 
the surface and the soil, and all that is 
needed to make it as fertile and productive 
as the garden of Eden, is. a proper use of 
the means of fertilization which exist in 
abundance upon and all around it. It is 
one of those farms where itis proper to 
grow hay and sell it, because there can be 
no lack of other fertilizing material, and as 
a hay farm it would pay a fine interest on 
the investment. Asa hay farm, it would 
require only a comparatively small force, 
except in the haying season, to carry it on. 
But it will also pay in other crops, and 
mixed husbandry is more congenial to most 
farmers than following a specialty. 

This was .our first visit to this historic 
spot, and the early associations which clus- 
ter around it seemed almost to assume liv- 
ing forms. Here Bagnall traded and met 
his fate at the hands of the Indians whom 
he had cheated. Associated with the early 
history of this island also, are the names of 
Jordan, Winter, Trelawney, Goodyear, 
Cleeves, Tucker, Jocelyn, and many others 
whose posterity may still be found upon

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Angus Polled Cattle. 


As there seems likely to be a “boom” in 
polled or hornless cattle, our readers may 
be interested to know something of their 
origin. Mr. J. C. Lyell of Dundee, Scot- 
land, in a contribution to the second vol- 
ume of Warder’s work on Angus of For- 
farshire, remarks of the cattle in that re- 
gion as follows: 

The now celebrated Polled or Hornless 
cattle of Forfarshire, long familiarly known 
as Angus Doddies, were probably original- 
ly introduced into Scotland from Norway. 
They were formerly known in the neigh- 
borhood of Dundee as Humble Cattle, a 
name synonymous with that used in Aber- 
deenshire, where a somewhat similar breed 
were called Buchan Humlies. The Sueo- 
Gothic or Ancient Swedish word Hamla, to 
mutilate, is evidently the root of these 
terms, which, when applied to cattle, may 
literally mean mutilated in appearance by 
the want of horns. According to Mr. Bernt 
Patterson, Norwegian Consul at Dundee, 
Polled cattle are very common in the south- 
ern parts of Norway; while in Tromso, 
within the Arctic Circle, they also exist in 
considerable numbers, as I-have been in- 
formed by Mr. John Neish, younger, of the 
Laws, who was there in 1879. Iceland has 
also a breed of Polled cattle, noticed by 
Dr. Uno Von Troil in 1772. He says: 
‘They are all well provided with cattle 
which are generally without horns ;” and, 
again, ‘their beeves are not large, but very 
fat and good. It has been reported by 
some, though without foundation, that 
there are none of them with horns. It is 
true, however, that they seldom have any.” 
Mr. Neish, who was in Iceland in the sum- 
mer of 1881, says that the cattle there still 
agree with this description. 

It is reasonable to suppose that both the 
Icelandic and Scotch breeds were originally 
derived from the Norwegian; but, on the 
other hand, it cannot be denied that the 
same natural law of variation that pro- 
duced hornless cattle in Norway, or when 
the Norwegian breed originated, could act 
on any breed. In addition to the Angus 
and Buchan Polls, now to some extent in- 
termixed in all the best herds, there are two 
British breeds of Polled cattle, viz., the 
Galloway, in the south of Scotland, and the 
Norfolk and Suffolk red Polls. The Gallo- 
way had enough resemblance to the Angus 
breed to have been included with it in the 
early volumes of the Polled Herd Book; 
but each has now a herd book of his own. 
The Norfolk and Suffolk breed is said to 
have originated chiefly from a mixture of 
Scotch Polls with the Old Horned breed of 
cattle of these counties. 

The improved Angus cattle had reached 
such a degree of perfection in 1848, that 
the judges of the Highland and Agricultur- 
al Society’s Show, held that year at Edin- 
burgh, expressed the opinion that ‘the 
highly improved portion of this much-fam- 
ed breed is not surpassed by any other de- 
scription of cattle, in the equal way in 
which the fat is mixed and diffused over 
every part of the animal, or in yielding to 
the butcher a greater quantity of prime 
meat, in proportion to the weight of the 
carcass.” In conclusion I may say that I 
think it a great mistake to confine them to 
one color—black. They were formerly of 
many colors besides, such as black with 
brown muzzles, and brown streaked backs, 
red, yellow and brindled. Long as they 
have been bred to black, they still throw 
reds and yellows, which are discarded as 
unfashionable, while, as every breeder of 
domestic animals knows, off-colored and 
mismarked produce is often the best in oth- 
er respects. Variety of color is pleasing to 
the eye, and if the ignorant idea that red 
and yellow Polls show impurity of blood 
were got rid of, herds mixed in coler would 
soon be common and admired. 

Division of Stock. 

On farms so arranged that the stock can 
be divided, allotments being made to dif- 
ferent pastures, says the National Live 
Stock Journal, it is wise to hold a pasture 
lot in reserve, giving it a few weeks rest 
during the middle of the season; then, as 
it is made apparent which animals are like- 
ly to lag behind in the matter of taking on 
flesh, they should be separated from the 
others and placed in the reserved pasture 
lot. This division will answer the double 
purpose of giving the thin animals access 
to the best grass, at the same time placing 
them more easily under control, and 
separated as they are from the others, it is

We are more impressed every time we go 
to the seashore, of the advantages which 
farmers living on the coast have over those 
living in the interior, and yet there are 
many who do not appreciate their natural 
avantages and do not profit by them. We 
visited a farm in the lower part of Booth- 
bay last week, where haying was going on, 
and not more than five or six hundred 
pounds of hay was being taken from an acre. 
The land is naturally excellent but has 
been worn out by long continued cropping 
without fertilization. And yet within a 
gun shot distance of where the party was 
haying, the shore was lined with rock- 
weed washed up by the sea and to be had 
only for the hauling. The utilization of 
this dressing with muscle mud and waste 
fish found here in abundance, would make 
this farm yery productive and pay a large 
per cent. on the investment. 

We have noticed every now and then, 
Since the passage of the present law for 
the protection of useful birds, that a batch 
of taxidermists is appointed by the Gover- 
nor and Council. In our opinion there is 
great looseness about these appointments. 
It seems to be necessary only for a boy 
whose desire it is tohunt and shoot birds, 
to upply to the Governor and Council, and 
he is at once given permission to slaughter 
the farmers’ feathered friends to his heart’s 
content. The effect is to create a privileg- 
ed class of bird-shooters, for we do not be- 
lieve that one out of every ten appointed, 
uses the permission thus obtained in the in- 
terests of science. It is better to repeal the 
law altogether than to have it thus grossly 
abused. 


The effects of the drouth are being se- 

riously felt in many parts of the State and 
on sandy soils especially crops are suffering 
severely for rain. T. 8S. McLellan, Esq., 
of Brunswick, on whom we made a brief 
call Thursday, informed us that he had 
seen pieces of corn and potatoes so much 
dried up as to be past all hope. He re- 
marked, and the idea is a reasonable one, 
that the early part of the season being wet 
and cold, the roots of plants were near the 
surface and were therefore in a situation 
to be quickly and seriously affected by the 
drouth. In some parts of the State they 
have had frequent showers and vegetation 
has thereby been kept fresh and green. 
* At the meeting of the trustees of the 
Maine State Agricultural Society holden at 
Lewiston on Monday of last week, ar- 
rangements were made for erecting a dor- 
mitory building. It will be two stories in 
height, and will contain 75 bunks. There 
will be two ells, one of which will be for 
the use of the officers of the society, and 
the other will be fitted up as a kitchen for 
the accommodation of exhibitors who are 
compelled to be constantly upou the 
grounds. The location of the new build- 
ings is at the left of the main entrance near 
the wind-mill.

More About the Army Worm. 


LETTER FROM Paeor. C. H. FERNALD, OF

know the real facts in the life history of 
this insect, for then we can intelligently 
battle with it at the time when it is most 
defenceless and in our power. Some be- 
lieve that the moths hibernate in the fields, 
concealing themselves in tufts of grass, or 
in any place that affords shelter, and in the 
sp revive and deposit their eggs. Oth- 
ers claim that they lay their eggs in the 
fall; that these hatch, and the young lar- 
ve feed until overtaken by the cold weath- 
a when ba A — a and hi- 

rnate ; at in sp ey D 
feed and complete their ow and ane 
formations. It is believed by some that 
they pass the winter under ground, in the 
pupal state. If either of the first two 
methods be true, the larger part of them 
may be destroyed by burning the stubble 
on an infested field late in the fall, or early 
in the spring. If, however; they spend the 
winter under ground in the pupal state, 
burning the stubble will be of no avail, 
since the heat will not be sufficient to des- 
troy them in their subterranean abode ; but 
it might be well to plow the field late in 
the fall, to turn them up where they will 
be exposed to the frost. 

There are many enemies to the army 
worm, and so assiduous are they in their 
work of destruction, that it is almost a mat- 
ter of surprise that they ever become abun- 
dant enough to attract attention. The 
most effectual check is caused by the para- 
sitic insects which prey upon them. Many 
species are known to destroy the army 
worm, some of which are minute four- 
winged creatures hardly visible to the nak- 
ed eye, while others are quite large in pro- 
portion to the insect they destroy, some of 
which much resemble the common house 
fly. Of these the red-tailed Tachina fly 
(Nemorea leucanie Kirkp.), is _ usually 
found in great numbers where the army 
worm abounds. The eggs of this parasite 
are white, oval and smooth, and are usual- 
ly laid upon the forward part of the worm, 
as many as five or more on each one. 

The way in which these parasites de- 
stroy the army worm is quite remarkable. 
The eggs hatch and the young, eating their 
way down through the skin, feed upon the 
fatty tissues of their host, taking care not 
to attack the vital parts, else they would 
cause their own destruction by taking the 
life of the army worm before they have 
reached maturity themselves. While still 
harboring these parasites, the army worms 
continue to feed until maturity, whea they 
burrow in the ground to undergo their 
transformations; but they are now so 
weakened that it is impossible for them to 
develop into moths, and their parasites now 
attack all the tissues, consuming the entire 
contents of the pupa case, passing their 
transformations within it, and emerging in 
due time, leaving only the empty case of 
the army worm d. 

Whenever the army worms are on the 
march from one field to another, they may 
be checked by plowing a furrow across 
their track ahead of the advancing column, 
with the vertical side next the field to be 
protected. As the worms fill this, straw 
may be put in and burned to destroy them, 
when it can be done without danger from 
the fire; or holes may be made with a 
crowbar in the bottom of the furrow, and 
and as the worms fall into these they may 
be killed by crushing them. If the ground 
is sufficiently smooth, a heavy roller may 
be run over them to crush them; or pois- 
onous insecticides, as Paris Green may be 
sprinkled on the grass ahead of them.

A pleasant hay field call was made upon 
Mr. Abel Hoxie, who for years past has 
been one of the largest and one of the most 
successful farmers of Fairfield, just as he 
was completing the harvesting of 80 tons of 
excellent hay. His closing up crew con- 
sisted of five jolly men, and his daughter, a 
member of one of the first seminaries in 
the State, who seemed perfectly at home 
handling a ‘Tiger horse rake.

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Our Vermont Letter. 


STRAWBERRIES, RASPBERRIES, CURRANTS, 
GOOSEBERRIES AND BLACKBERRIES. 


The growing of small fruits, both for 
home use and for market, amongst farm- 
ers, has had a wonderful increase during 
the past 25 years. The time is not very 
distant when all the Kennebec cities de- 
pended upon the wild crop for a supply; 
or, ifa few garden berries were offered in 
the stores, they came from Massachusetts 
or elsewhere. But now those markets are 
well supplied by home growers, and, as I 
understand, Maine berries have begun to 
appear in considerable quantities in the 
Boston markets. 

When I came to Lake Memphremagog in 
1866, such a thing as garden-grown small 
fruits was unknown except as specimens 
were seen in crates brought up by the rail- 
road for the supply of our great summer 
hotels. I was the first to go into the busi- 
ness, but now so many have followed my 
lead that I have surrendered the home 
market to them, and ship nearly the whole 
of my small fruit to St. Johnsbury, Mont- 
pelier, and other towns not over 100 miles 
away by rail. As my fruit has acquired a 
good name, I find no trouble about a mark- 
et, but on the contrary am often obliged to 
return money sent with orders in excess of 
my means of supply. One of the chief dif- 
ficulties of the business here is lack of 
hands to pick. This is not a manufactur- 
ing locality, and there is no floating popu- 
lation. Farmers’ boys and girls find work 
at home, and it is with » Sos difficulty that 
half a dozen hands can thered for the 
work. Were it not for this, as our season 
is quite late, we could make it profitable to 
grow berries for the Boston market. Our 
last strawberries were picked August 2. 
They rarely hold out quite so late, but our 
berry season begins just about the time it 
ends in the vicinity of Boston. Strawber- 
ries are the earliest and principal crop. 
gen | the country through, I am inclined 
to believe, (without statistical authority, of 
which there is none) that more strawber- 
ries are grown than any other summer 
fruit, not excepting peaches and grapes. 
This best of all fruits is not limited to spe- 
cial localities, like the others, but succeeds 
from Labrador to Florida. It already cov- 
ers six months of the year in our city mar- 
kets, and, if transportation served, no doubt 
northern Newfoundland could prolong the 
season a month longer. 

But strawberries, though there is always 
a supply from somewhere, are by no means 
a sure crop in any one locality. They have 
been a failure here in two years of the cur- 
rent three—total in 1880, and almost total 
this year, while the beds were considerably 
damaged by the 8th of June freeze in 1881; 
yet the crop that year was a fair average. 
The standard berry, here, as elsewhere, is 
the Wilson, but the Crescent is largely 
planted, and answers fora home market. 
I have been testing everything to find as 
late a sort as possible, and think I have 
found a satisfactory kind in Windsor Chief, 
every way as good as Wilson, and a full 
week later. I have tried Kentucky, Glen- 
dale, and several other late sorts, but they 
fail in productiveness. The Windsor Chief 
is a pistillate sort, yet it does not require 
to be very near another sort to be well fer- 
tilized. ine this year were 200 feet from 
any other, and yet were full of fruit. It is 
a very hardy and vigorous sort, with 
strong fruit stems, that hold the berries 
well up out of the dirt, in this respect being 
far better than Wilson. With Crescent, 
Wilson and Windsor Chief the picking sea- 
son, with sufficient rain, will cover a full 
month. [am trying Manchester and Bid- 
well. The first I think will be valuable; 
but the Bidwell, like Monarch of the West 
and several other highly praised sorts, does 
not color well over the end on my soil. 
These sorts do better on clay, I am told. 

In raspberries we do nothing except with 
the black caps, and of these only the Doo- 
little has proved of any commercial value. 
The large kinds, Mammoth Cluster and 
Gregg, winter-kill, and are not productive. 
I am trying Wahegan with hopes that it 
will prove useful, as it is called a week ear- 
lier than Doolittle. Davison’s Thornless is 
early, but bears only a small crop. The 
black caps are fully as profitable as straw- 
berries, but the market for them is not un- 
limited. No red raspberry is sufficiently 
hardy here to be profitably planted in the 
open field. But under fences, where the 
snow drifts, we grow asmall quantity of 
the Clark, which does pretty well, though 
it is not a very productive kind. 

As regards blackberries, they too are not 
hardy enough for unprotected culture, yet 
when wn alongside the fence, we get 

crops of Snyder and Sable Queen, If 

ere were a sufficient market I think it 
would pay to put up light fences every 10 
feet to protect the blackberry plants. It 
would not be very costly, and would be 
rfectly successful ina snowy, country. 
The plants should be well pinched to keep 
them low, so that they would be complete- 
ly covered. So managed,I think black- 
berries would be asurer crop here than 


& | along the sea coast. 


For currants, as fer strawberries, there 


is an unlimited market. I keep extending 
my plantations of currants ev year, but 
I Lave never yet had enough for my cus- 


tomers. They are quite as profitable as 
, and a much surer crop. I 
have lost but one in 15 years, and that by 
a June freeze. We are now, Aug. 7, just 
past the middle of the season for currants, 
and they would last the month out if there 
were enough of them, but. with orders on 
hand for all I have got, we shall finish 
them this week. The only sort I is 
the Red Dutch. Well manured, isa 
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dear public will also go for size in any kind 
of fruit. 

My 17 years’ e ence in berry-grow- 
ing have taught me thoroughly that, with 
all of them, (unless blackberries are an ex- 
ception) the manure pile is the main reli- 
ance for profit. Without manure, and plen- 
ty of it, itis quite useless to embark in 
small fruit growing with a view to profit. 
This is so everywhere, but particularly so 
when there is trouble in getting pickers. If 
the berries are large and abundant, the 
pickers make good wages, and are encour- 
aged to stick by you; but if small and 
scattering, they will “break it easy” to 
you by saying they have work at home and 
cannot come to-morrow, which means 
‘*good-by for the season.” And it is just 
as bad at the other end of the business. 
‘That last crate were altogether too small ; 
don’t send any more till you hear from me 
again,” is a message quite as discouraging 
as “notice to quit” from the help. 

Take it all together, the small-fruit busi- 
ness is as profitable as any branch of farm- 
ing, if it is well done; but there is nothmg 
a man will get sicker of, if he tries it on 
poor land, and in an economical spirit as 
regards manure, tillage and labor. ere it 
is that the liberal hand enricheth, while 
the saving hand leadeth to poverty. We 
have been threatened with a frightful 
drouth, but there are symptoms of rain to- 
day. It is a saying here that ‘‘drouth scares 
us most to death, but a rainy season kills 
us outright.” Rain and cold go aoe:

It has been, in some respects, an unusual 
season. ‘The spring was cold, wet and back- 
ward till the middle of May, when vegeta- 
tion came forward with a rapidity almost 
unequalled. The face of nature assumed a 
beautiful appearance of green, the forests 
looked charming, the pastures and fields 
were heavily covered with grass, the cattle 
fed with greediness in the enclosures where 
they were put, the hay grew bountifully 
and the crop was large, and the farmer was 
cheered with the prospect of a bountiful 
harvest. But now, how changed! The 
sun has been shining with clearness and 
force from the heavens for about four 
weeks, with only a small sprinkling of rain 
twice, without any rain storm or thunder 
showers, or wet, damp, foggy weather as 
we used to have them during “‘dog days,” 
and the earth has become dry, the fields 
where the hay was cut look desolate and 
barren, the pastures are destitute of green 
grass, the roads and streets are unusually 
dusty and vegitation of every kind is suf- 
fering greatly for the want of rain. The 
apple and pear crop must necessarily be 
small. The cold weather in the spring 
damaged the blossoms, but a very small 
amount of fruit is seen upon the limbs and 
what there is, is exceedingly small and 
drops off fast upon the ground. Peas, 
beans, and other similar products are hav- 
ing a hard time, the prospect for potatoes 
is slim; squashes, melons and cucumbers 
are suffering a sickly existence, and many 
of them have died while but few compara- 
tivaly have survived, and other things have 
assumed a similar aspect and give no better 
promise of a good crop thanthese. Our 
milkmen are obliged to feed their cows 
upon hay, so destitute are the pastures for 
feed and they tell me they find it a little 
difficult to supply their customers with 
their usual quantity of milk. All this is 
owing to the unusual heat from the sun 
and the great need there is for rain. But 
we must wait, hope and trust. I know of 
no other course for mankind to pursue.

The Work of Congross. 

The forty-seventh Congress, whose ad- 
journment we chronicled in the last issue 
of the FARMER, was in session 247 days, 
being the longest single session of Congress 
since 1876, when Congress was in session 
254 days. The members were glad to get 
away from the hot and sulphurous place, 
and as a general thing we think the-people 
were glad to have them go home. In fact 
both branches might in all sincerity join in 
confessing that they had left undone many 
things which they ought to have done, 
and that they had done some things which 
they ought not to have done; and the peo- 
ple are not in a mood to dispute the truth 
of the confession. It is easy to discuss the 
short-vomings of any legislative body, and 
the Congress just closed was not without 
these. Let us enumerate some of them. 
The silver nuisance has not been touched 
by either House. The same is true of the 
question of a bankrupt law. No step has 
been taken towards a systematic im- 
provement of the civil service. The Sen- 
ate has passed a bill relating to the electo- 
ral count, but the House has not acted up- 
on it. The Senate has also passed a bill 
which the House has not taken up, creat- 
ing an intermediate court of appeals. The 
House has passed the Bowman bill to refer 
private claims of certain classes to the 
court of claims, but the Senate has not 
acted upon it. Both Houses have passed 
that measure of international justice, the 
Japanese indemnity fund bill, but owing 
to a disagreement between the two on the 
question of the rate of interest to be paid, 
the bill fails for this session, Dakota, 
which is asking for admission to the 
Union, has not been admitted, as she would 
have been if it had not been for the stain 
of repudiation which rests upon one of the 
counties, with the consent and connivance 
of the territorial government. Nothing, 
moreover, has been done on the question 
of regulating interstate commerce, nothing 
to cause the forfeiture of the land grants 
to uncompleted railroads, nothing to ex- 
tend the time during which spirits may be 
held in bond, nothing toward the abroga- 
tion of the Hawaiian commercial treaty— 
all of which latter schemes deserve the 
treatment, or rather the lack of treatment, 
which they-have had. ‘ 

But then, to look upon the other side of 
the question, an enormous amount of 
work has been done during the session. 
The whole number of bills which have 
passed both houses and received the ap- 
proval of the President, is probably consid- 
erably in excess of four hundred and fifty, 
to say nothing of the joint resolutions 
which have the foree of law. Of course, a 
large proportion of these acts are of a pri- 
vate or only semi-public nature, but the 
publié acts are many and they are of much 
importance. A bill making a reapportion- 
ment of Representatives has become a law; 
the Chinese question has been taken out of 
polities; a tribunal for the adjadication 
of the remainder of the Alabama claims 
has been created; a stringent law against 
polygamy claims has been placed on the 
statute book; the inability of Congress to 
deal with the tariff having been demon- 
strated by the failures of the last six years, 
a Tariff Commission has been created and 
is now dealing with that subject; provision 
has been made for the continuance and se- 
curity of the National banking system; a 
three per cent. refunding act has been 
passed; a law designed for the comfort 
and protection of immigrants during the 
voyage to America has been enacted; a 
bill to regulate immigration and to prevent 
the landing of foreign paupers and convicts 
has become a law; a law to promote the 
efficiency of the Life-Saving Service has 
been enacted; a reform in the system of 
public land surveys has been initiated and 
the future cost of such surveys reduced 
one-third; provisions for a 
of the Navy and for the building of ships 
of war has been made; the compulsory re- 
tirement system for the Army has been 
adopted ; important and necessary amend- 
ments to the law regulating extradition of 
criminals have been passed; more efficient 
and liberal provisions for the civilization 
and industrial education of Indian youth 
have been made; the government has as- 
serted its right of eminent domain in the

ures, which have not become laws, have 
been wholly or partially matured in com-

Farmington stretches out before the eye 
a refreshing panorama, resting under the 
shadow of old Mt. Blue. Its green inter- 
vales, a prominent ‘and restful feature in 
the landscape, its public buildings, (we 
have no reference here to the court house, 
which is a disgrace to the town and the 
county), its fine private residences, its trim 
and cosey cottages, all neat and in good 
repair, its spacious farm buildings, and 
busy manufacturing establishments,—all 
go to make the settings of a perfect picture 
of a New England village. The village 
proper contains a population of some 3000, 
and the new streets which are constantly 
being laid out, show that the town is grow- 
ing, and that the village is pushing itself 
into the country. It is almost purely an ag- 
ricultural town, and everything else mate- 
rial is made secondary to the farming in- 
terest. For this reason it is a desirable 
community in which to live. Many who 
have made ample fortunes on the farms in 
the vicinity and adjoining towns, but seek- 
ing for greater social privileges, move into 
the village and make it their home. The ed- 
ucational facilities are excellent. There is 
the ‘‘Little Blue School,” of national reputa- 
tion, the Western Normal School, so many 
years under the faithful Principalship of 
C. C. Rounds, which had 70 pupils the last 
term, and fine graded schools, for which 
an elegant $12,000 building was recently 
erected. We were struck with the large 
number of old people in town, a lady or 
gentleman past ninety not being rare; and 
little children crowded the doorways in 
large numbers—these two facts showing 
this to bea very healthy climate in two 
ways. 

The Farmington Chronicle, the village 
newspaper published here by Capt. C. W. 
Keyes—a hero of the war, who although 
he was maimed and torn and scarred by 
the conflict, has enough left to make an 
able and live editor—is in its progressive 
spirit, a fitting representative and exponent 
of the beautiful town. The Herald, devoted 
to the greenback mission, has a large cir- 
culation, and a magazine started recently 
by Mr. Knowlton, is meeting with consid- 
erable success. There is but one hotel in 
town at present, the ‘Hotel Marble,” kept 
by Mr. John B. Marble, formerly of the 
Stoddard House. The hotel has recently 
been entirely renovated and refurnished, 
and is a home-like, pleasant establishment. 
Unless the traveller is careful, the tempta- 
tion will be so strong he will feel inclined 
to linger here. 

We pass from Farmington to Phillips by 
the new and novel narrow guage line of 
the Sandy River railroad. We admire the 
spunk and enterprise of the towns in put- 
ting their shoulders to the wheel and mak- 
ing this line possible. it passes through 
intervals from which rise forest-covered 
mountains, the scene being diversified by 
well-cultivated farms, the windings of the 
tortuous Sandy River, and the grand origi- 
nal groves of maple and oak and evergreen 
trees. The frequent showers which have 
rolled down the mountains have made the 
valleys bloom with vernal beauty. This 
hour’s ride on the narrow guage, we count 
as one of the features of the Rangeley Lake 
trip. The road is under the excellent and 
careful management of Mr. D. L. Dennis- 
on, Superintendent, and the earnings the 
past season have been greater than for any 
previous season. 

Many summer tourists linger long at 
Phillips, and are go thoroughly charmed by 
the scenery and captivated by the trout 
brooks, that they have no desire to go far- 
ther. It is indeed a mountain-embowered, 
calm, restful and peaceful vale, one of the 
brightest spots in the multitude of Maine’s 
summer attractions. A restful, home-like 
public house is a necessary feature in such 
a place, and this is afforded by the Elm- 
wood Hotel, owned and kept by that prince 
of landlords, Mr. Theo. L. Page. Situated 
beside an elmwood grove, cool and shady, 
and the murmuring river, it has all the ap- 
pliances of a first-class mountain or lake 
house. The proprietor pays the highest 
wages to his help, and therefore commands 
the very best of service, purchases nothing 
of an inferior quality for his table, gives per- 
sonal attention to the wants of each indiv- 
idual guest, and it is no wonder that his

TorRNADO In Bancor. The most de- 
structive tornado ever experienced in that 
vicinity, visited Bangor a few minutes be- 
fore six o’clock Tuesday night. The wind 
blew with terrific velocity, rain fell in 
sheets, transforming streets into roaring 
streams, the whole accompanied by inces- 
sant thunder and lightning.

An agreement has been entered into be- 
tween Secretary Frelinghuysen and the 
Mexican Minister, Senor Romero, which 


removes a long-standing cause of embar- 
rassment between the two governments. 
It provides for a reciprocal crossing of the 
boundry line by the troops of the United 
States and Mexico in pursuit of hostile 
Indians. One of the chief difficulties in 
dealing with the Apache question will thus 
be obviated. Nomadic bands of these 
Indlans move from one country to the 
other, scattering desolation, sometimes it 
seemed out of wantonness, as they passed 
toand fro. The troops and citizens would 
occasionally go across the border, but of 
course such movements were regarded 
with jealous eyes, and it shows the very 
friendly feeling between this country and 
Mexico that this agreement was made. It 
is believed that the effect of this agreement 
will be to quiet the Indians, and this will 
be very much desired, as the railroads are 
now penetrating these lands, and our citi- 
zens are becoming largely interested in the 
mineral lands on the border. The section 
of country where the recent ravages were 
committed by the Apaches is one of the 
finest mining districts in the world, and it 
will probably soon be opened up to miners.
